In its previous comment letters to 
the STB dated September 9, 2010 
and September 12, 2011 regarding 


the New England Transrail pro- 
ceeding, the EPA requested that 
the STB defer its environmental 
review process until. relevant 
Remedial Investigation/Feasibility 
Study (RI/FS) reports for the Olin 
Site were finalized to allow the 
EPA an opportunity to determine 
if soil, sediment and surface water

WILMINGTON - He’s getting to be an old hand at it - lit- 
erally! 

Wilmington sculptor Bob Shure and his Skylight Studios on 
Salem Street in Woburn keep turning out new sculpture 
works as well as reconditioning work that literally touches 
many states in the United States. 

This past weekend, the DePauw University hierarchy in 
Indiana unveiled his latest new sculpture, a 15-foot tiger 
(Tyler the Tiger), that was dedicated in ceremonies on the 
campus there in Greencastle, Indiana 

Shure has his Skylight Studios on Salem Street in Woburn, 
opposite Woodbrook Cemetery, and has become a well- 
known figure locally and nationally for his sculpturing skills 
in Woburn, Boston, New York and nationally. He has provid- 
ed a hand at several restoration projects on Woburn 
Common as well as the clock atop the clock at Marlowe Park 
downtown. His relief plaque of Woburn historian and City 
Solicitor John McElhiney still brings tears to many at 
McElhiney Field in West Woburn off Cambridge Street near 
the Burlington line. 

In recent days, he had a chance to reflect on it all, noting 
he has not slowed down one bit after 38 years in the business. 

“T had never been out of New York,” he mused to members 
of the Woburn Rotary Club at the Crowne Plaza Hotel during 
their noontime luncheon. “then I went to school at one point 
in Boston.” 

His energies then took him from one project to another. 
“Now,” he says, “I’m on two new major projects, including 
two founders of the Boston Museum of Science and a Public 
Safety Memorial for the city of Peabody.” And, he keeps on 
going with the never-ending projects at the Woburn studio. 


Shure, 67, was born in Brooklyn, New York in 1948 and 
from an early age he had a love for art and spent many 
hours drawing. Through elementary and high school he 
received several awards for his creative artwork. 

In 1966, he entered the New York Institute of Technology as 
a Bachelor of Fine Arts major. He graduated in 1970, cum 
laude, and received the “Gold Medal in Sculpture” award.

Few people today can 
remember the days 70 
years ago when World 
War II was drawing to a 
close in Europe. 

Inthe last week of April 
1945, British troops were 
fighting their way into 
northern Germany, while 
U.S, troops were fighting 


their way into 
Czechoslovakia and 
southern Germany. To 
the: eastward, the 


Russian armies were 
rolling across eastern 


Germany. 
Hitler’s Germany was 
being chopped into 


pieces. It was just a mat- 
ter: of time, when the 
American and Russian 
armies were to meet. 
Though both were fight- 
ing: the same foe, there 
was a question as to how 
Germany would be divid- 
ed.; Gen. Dwight 
Eisenhower, as_ overall 
commanding _ general, 
worried lest there be 
clashes between 


Russians and Americans, 
each side thinking the 
other was the Nazis. 
Caution and care was the 
word in the US First 
Army, nearest to the 
Russians. 

Three. different. patrols 
from the Third reached 
the Elbe River and joined 
up with patrols from the 
Russian Army. The U.S. 
patrols were all from the 
69th Infantry Division of 
the US First Army. 

Ted Norton of 
Wilmington was serving 
in the 272nd Infantry 
Regiment of the 69th 
Division. 

Torgau, a town on the 
Elbe River, is celebrated 
as the meeting place 
between USS. and 
Russian soldiers on April 
25, 1945. 

Norton never reached 
Torgau. Most of the men 
in the regiment got as far 
as a town called 
Mockrehna, about 10 
miles west of Torgau. 
And Norton saw plenty of 
Russian troops in an

DISABILITY 
PENSION: 


INCOME OR NO? 


Whether a disability pension is taxable 
ij as income or not depends on how it is 
i figured, the Tax Court decided in a re- 
cent case that scrutinized payments to a 
Los Angeles police detective. 

Although the detective had received a 


Ww form reporting the income, he did not include it as in- 
come on his return, claiming it was received under a work- 


man’s compensation act. 


The Court ruled that the portion of the payments that was 
worker’s compensation, based on the injury itself, can be ex- 
cluded from gross income. But other payments he received 
on-retirement—the earned-but-unused vacation time and his 
unused sick leave—were deemed related to his years on the 
force and counted as income. The detective, who had been on 
temporary disability on earlier occasions, claimed that some 
of his unused sick leave and vacation time could be allocated 
to the period when he was on disability, but the court rejected 


that argument.

around that town. Once 
contact had been estab- 
lished, everyone was 
friendly. 

The Russians arrived in 
an assortment of primi- 
tive trucks, tractors and 
horse-carts:. Norton pho- 


tographed many of them. - 


Norton was an electrical 
engineer. Before he vol- 
unteered for the US 
Army, he had been work- 
ing for four years in the 
X-ray and radiation labo- 
ratories of MIT. He was 
responsible for maintain- 
ing important equipment 
at Massachusetts 
General Hospital. His 
work there was consid- 
ered to be important and 
he was granted an 
exemption from the mili- 
tary draft in 1942. Two 
years later, though, he 
enlisted. 

He served in the head- 
quarters company. 
Whenever the battalion 
moved to new headquar- 
ters, it was Norton’s job 
to see that there was 
electricity available for 
the headquarters. He and 
another enlisted man had 
to provide power for the 
house where the colonel 
had his headquarters. 
Generally, they were able 
to get power from the 
town or city nearby. 


Sometimes they had to 
use a portable power 
unit, carried with them 


on a trailer. 
At Mockrehna, there 
was electrical power 


available. But the next 
day, it, went out.#Norton 
and his buddy hooked up 
the generator, and then, 
with power in the 
colonel’s office, they were 
off to find out what had 
happened to the town’s 
power supply. 

At the edge of the town, 
they found a small build- 
ing with high-tension 
wires leading to it. It had 
to be a transformer. The 
problem was _ probably 
inside that building. 

The other man shot the 
lock off the door. Before 
they could open it, 
though, liquid began to 
run out, from under the 
door. 

Was it water? No, it was 
oil. Norton’s buddy had 
just shot the only trans- 
former in town. It would 
be a long time before 
there would be electrical 
service in Mockrehna. 

The regiment pulled out 
after only three days in 
Mockrehna, moving in a 
westerly direction. 

The shooting of the 
transformer, bizarre as it 
was, was not the high-

Student testing 


‘decision 


We are closing on a major 
decision to impact our stu- 


dents and teachers, not to 
mention all other education- 
al staff. The debate between 
MCAS and PARCC tests has 
been brewing for some time 
now with the Commissioner 
to make a recommendation 
to the Board of Education in 
the next few days. 

The options seem to come 
down to going with a 
PARCC-like MCAS _ test, 
referred to as MCAS 2 
(unclear what that means, 
as nobody has publicly seen 
the test), continuing with 
the PARCC testing as is for 
all, allowing districts to con- 
tinue using either PARCC or 
MCAS in whatever way they 
desire, opening up the possi- 
bilities for a Commission to 
review the testing compo- 
nents for a short period of 
time before future testing 
begins again or no further 
mandatory testing, which is 
by far the least likely. 

Quite honestly, I am 
unaware of the course to be 
taken on this issue but a 
Commission makes sense 
but also does keeping the 
testing moving in one form 
or another.

New England's ratepayers need 
greater access to natural gas

Electricity prices in New England are the highest of any 
region in the United States and have increased 17 to 44 per- 
cent the past decade (depending on the state). Not coinci- 
dently, New England has lost 150,000 manufacturing jobs 
during the same period—and too frequently companies have 
moved or expanded to other parts of the country. 

A combination of environmental regulations and wholesale 
market changes have led nuclear, coal and oil plants to 
retire, leaving the region with dwindling options for reliable 
base load power. Two-thirds of the ISO-NE interconnection 
queue for proposed generation is comprised of natural gas 
electricity plants—with the bulk of the rest made up of 
intermittent and non-dispatchable wind power. 

Natural gas is now the plough horse for generation in New 
England—accounting for 50 percent of New England’s annu- 
al electricity generation and setting the price for electricity 
80 percent of the time. Unfortunately, the region doesn’t 
have the requisite pipeline capacity to economically deliver 
gas to generators in the winter when most of the existing 
pipeline capacity is contracted to local distribution compa- 
nies for their home and business heating customers. This 
has led to extreme volatility in the wholesale electricity 
markets. The past few winters have seen the weekly day- 
ahead wholesale average spike to as high as $262/MWh in 
2014 and gas prices increase ten-fold. 

New England’s wholesale electricity costs during the win- 
ter of 2011-2012 were $1.6 billion. Subsequent winters have 
seen additional wholesale costs of $1.9 billion, $4.9 billion 
and $2.0 billion and the trend is expected to continue. 
Liquefied natural gas imports provided some relief this past 
winter, but we still had weeks with wholesale electricity 
prices exceeding $150 per MWh—triple the norm. LNG 
should not be looked at as a long-term solution. Changes in 
the global marketplace may redirect tankers to Europe or 
Asia instead of New England. 

Pipeline capacity constraints aren’t relegated to winter. In 
mid-October the Algonquin Citygate hub (Boston) saw 
prices for natural gas exceed $6 per MMBtu while just a few 
hours away New York hubs were at $2—and some 
Pennsylvania hubs were under $1 per MMBtu. This firewall 
between New York and New England leaves us paying high- 
er electricity prices than we should. An afternoon at this 
time of year would normally see prices at $20 - $30 per MWh, 
but because of the basis differential between New York and 
Boston gas hubs of $4 per MMBtu we were paying $60 per 
MWh 


Low load days on shoulder months like October tradition- 


| ally provide utilities and ratepayers with some relief—off- 


setting winter and summer months when loads are much 
higher and price spikes much more volatile. 

In order to address this issue and provide long-term relief 
and stability to ratepayers we need to expand natural gas 
pipeline capacity into New England. The two main pipeline 
projects currently on the table are the Northeast Energy 


' Direct Project, which would bring up to 1.3 billion cubic feet 


per day (bef/d) of natural gas from the Wright 
Interconnection in New York to Dracut, Massachusetts; and 
the Access Northeast Project, which is essentially an expan- 
sion of the existing Algonquin natural gas pipeline system 
and will deliver up to 1 bef/d—accessing 60% of the region’s 


gas-fired generators along the way. Numerous studies have 
shown that expanding natural gas in the region would save 
New England ratepayers hundreds of millions of dollars 
annually. 

It’s trendy to oppose all things ihfrantrushivediatunsk gas 
plants in Massachusetts and Connecticut, overhead trans- 
mission lines in New Hampshire, wind farms, cell phone 
towers, propane rail expansion and, of course, buried natu- 
ral gas pipelines anywhere. This is clearly a case of reap- 
ing what we have sown. New England states have imposed 
legislative and regulatory reforms that.have left us with 
exactly two options for base load power—natural gas: and 
large-scale hydropower; and both will require significant 
infrastructure expansion facing fierce opposition. = 

Concerns about the need for infrastructure expansion 
aren’t hypothetical or theoretical—they are real and fami- 
lies and businesses are feeling the impacts. Maine’s paper 
mills have been brutally hit by soaring energy costs, New 
Hampshire has seen manufacturers expand to states with 
lower energy costs. Even Vermont has lost over 15% of its 
manufacturing jobs in the past decade. What we can’t cal- 
culate is the countless other businesses that won’t even look 
to locate in New England because of its high energy costs. 

Representatives from ISO have called the current situation 
with our grid untenable—and it is. We are facing rising 
prices and some areas are looking at serious capacity short- 
ages even before the announcement of Pilgrim’s pending 
retirement. Unless we plan on delivering power via Wonka 
Vision we need to invest in the energy infrastructure néces- 
sary to power our families and businesses in a reliable: and 
cost-effective manner.

Candy like Dots and Jujyfruits can be so sticky, when you 
close your teeth you can’t physically open them. While 
some children find this sensation fun, fillings can be broken 
or pulled out of the teeth. 

Starburst, Gummy Bears, caramel and taffy are also in the 
sticky lineup. Jolly Ranchers, another childhood favorite, is 
hard and sticky. “The danger is that they stay in your teeth 
for several hours after you eat them,” said Marcy. “Teeth 
have grooves on the biting surface. Sticky candy is bad 
because it stays in the grooves and crevices of your teeth so 
saliva can’t easily wash it away.” 

Saliva protects teeth by diluting sugar, acid, and bacteria 
in the mouth. 

“We have bacteria in our mouths and when it mixes with 
any candy (sugar) it produces acid,” said Dr. Carla Bustillo- 
Gonzalez, general dentist and owner of Shawsheen Family

Sour candy can cause tooth enamel loss with its*high 
acidic levels. According to the Minnesota Dental 
Association, the three worst offenders are almost as a€idic 
as battery acid: Altoids Mango Sours, Wonka Fun¥Dip 
Powder and WarHeads Sour Spray. WW 

Candy with powdered sugar like Pixi Sticks and Furt/Dip 
are especially bad for the teeth because of the sugar on- 
tent. “You’re bathing your teeth in it,” said Marcy. 3# 

Parents are usually surprised to find that dried fruits, 
including raisins - the number one snack for children -Aave 
the same sticky consistency and high concentration of sugar 
as gummy worms, said Marcy. She recommends that'#hese 
foods, or any candy, are eaten with or right after a méal. 

“The worst way to eat candy is to have a bag out and #raze 
on it throughout the day. Because if you are grazingpshen 
the exposure to the sugar is more frequent and over a longer 
duration then eating a fun-size in one sitting and yéu’re 
done with it.” Ww 

Candy is not a healthy treat, however Marcy amar ac 
dren will continue eating it after Halloween. 

“If you are having candy as a snack, then you should ie 
some water with it to rinse the leftover food away.)IThe 
same goes for regular packaged snacks like goldfish, ipret- 
zels and chips.” 18 

Cavities can occur between teeth, and they can exist béfore 
you even see them, said Bustillo-Gonzalez. “If you ‘don’t 
have a toothbrush, chew on sugar-free gum with Xytitol, 
which is proven by the American Dental Association to help 
fight cavities.” i 

A better choice for Halloween, said Marcy, is plain choco- 
late candy: M&Ms, plain Hershey bars, Hershey kiss@s or 
peanut butter cups. “It’s easily washed away by the saliva 
so it doesn’t stick to the teeth.” L. 

Nuts are another good option as they help keep -teeth 
healthy, Marcy added. 

As a pediatric dentist, Marcy sees patients when the first 
tooth comes in or by the first birthday. “I’ve had’ an 8 
month old with cavities,” she said. “I recommend twolinin- 
utes of brushing two times a day, with parental supervision 
up to age eight. And floss any teeth that touch.”, ....9% 

Bustillo-Gonzalez said patients need to be reminded to 
floss at bedtime. “When you sleep, your mouth is mainly 
dry and you’re not producing as much as saliva as you do 


throughout the day.” 2

On August 18, 2015, NET 
submitted a status report 
and request for clarification 
to the STB. In the report, 
NET’ requests that the STB 
lift thé deferral referenced in 
the STB’s June 19, 2012 deci- 
sion regarding the NET pro- 
ceeding and reopen the pro- 
c ; 

At the October 7, 2015 meet- 
ing’ With the EPA, the OFA 
requested that the EPA pro- 
vide the STB with its current 
position regarding the status 
of the NET proceeding. 

In’ the letter, the EPA pro- 
vides the Surface Transpor- 
tation Board with an update 
of the Remedial Investi- 
gation/Feasibility Study 
being conducted for the Olin 
Site, and the EPA’s current 
position regarding redevelop- 
ment of the property. 

At the time of EPA’s 2010 
and. 2011 Environmental 
Comment letters to the STB, 
the CERCLA remedial inves- 
tigation process on soil, sedi- 
ment and surface water at 
the~Olin Site was still under- 


way. 

The initial data available to 
EPA at that time confirmed 
that numerous residual 
chemicals were present, par- 
ticularly in soil, throughout 
much? of the former manu- 
facturing area on the Olin 
property. However, an evalu- 
ation of the data, and com- 
pletion of human health and 
ecological risk assessments 
had not yet been completed 
for soil, sediment or surface 
water. As a result, EPA was 
not in a position in 2011 to 
make an informed statement 
regarding whether reuse of 
therproperty could result in 
unsafe exposure under CER- 
CLA. 

Since the EPA’s September 
2011: letter, the EPA’s under- 
standing of the Olin Site con- 
ditions has progressed great- 
ly «with regard to potential 
chemieal exposure risks. 
Specifically, field work has 
been completed on the prop- 
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erty to determine the nature 
and extent of contamination 
present in soil, sediment and 
surface water. 

In all, 488 soil samples, 84 
surface water samples and 
48 sediment samples were 
collected across the proper- 
ty, and from nearby surface 
waters, and each sample was 
analyzed for up to 242 indi- 
vidual chemicals. While the 
data confirm the presence of 
residual chemical across 
much of the former manu- 
facturing area, no chemical 
hotspots were identified. 

Human health and ecologi- 
cal risk assessments and 
conservative exposure analy- 
ses were performed on this 
data, and these analyses 
were subject to informal pub- 
lic review and comment and 
are incorporated into the 
Remedial Investigation 
Report for the Olin Chemical 
Superfund Site, dated July 
24, 2015. The human health 
risk assessment that was 
performed assumes that cur- 
rent and future anticipated 
use of the property is, and 
will remain, 
commercial/industrial. 

Data collected at the site to 
date verifies that area 
groundwater, including 
groundwater located beneath 
the property, is contaminat- 
ed with chemicals released 
during former manufactur- 
ing activities. Based upon 
the data currently available 
to EPA, the most significant 
areas of groundwater con- 
tamination are located 
beneath the approximately 5 
acre area labeled as the 
‘Containment Area’ and in 
groundwater that extends to 
the west of the property. 

The groundwater beneath 
the containment area is 
enclosed by a slurry wall and 
temporary cap that are 
designed to eliminate, to the 
extent feasible, the ground- 
water in this area as a 
source of ongoing contami- 
nation to area groundwater. 

Under CERCLA, after the 
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RI/FS process is complete, 
the EPA issues a Proposed 
Plan, which presents the pro- 
posed remedy for a site to 
the public for formal review 
and comment. Following 
review and written response 
to public comments, the EPA 
documents the selected rem- 
edy for the site in a Record 
of Decision. Neither CER- 
CLA, the regulations that 
implement CERCLA, nor 
EPA guidance prohibit rede- 
velopment of a CERCLA site 
before the issuance of a 
record of decision expected 
to be issued in late 2017. 

Hull referenced the 
‘Comfort Letter’ put out by 
the EPA on NET some 
months ago. “Since then,” 
said Hull, “there’s been cer- 
tainly some questions, con- 
cerns raised by the Town, 
also the group known as 
WERC (Wilmington 
Environmental Restoration 
Committee),” adding, “We 
went and met with represen- 
tatives from EPA a few 
months ago.” 

“The Record of Decision is 
expected to be issued in late 
2017, and this decision may 
have an impact on the devel- 
opment plans that NET ulti- 
mately has. The bottom line 
to this is basically that the 
EPA, based upon the infor- 
mation that they have from 
NET at this point, does not 
believe there’s any basis to 
defer or recommend a defer- 
ral to STB any further.” 

“It’s not certainly the news 
that we were looking for” 
said Hull, concluding, “We 
will be looking at what 
options may exist on the 
Town’s side to contest this. 
We will be having conversa- 
tions with Town Counsel, but 
at the end of the day EPA is 
indicating that there’s no 
basis from, their perspective 
to further delay the process 
with STB.” 

Hull also plans to speak 
with environmental. consult- 
ant GeolInsight during the 
next week.

New York Institute of 
Technology each year. 

In 1970, his Boston associa- 
tion began as he entered the 
School of the Museum of 
Fine Arts in Boston and 
nearby Tufts University in 
Medford with a scholarship. 
He received a Master of Fine 
Arts for sculpture in 1973 and 
graduated cum laude. His 
original sculptures were 
shown at several Boston gal- 
leries including The 
DeCordova Museum and The 
Institute of Contemporary 
Art. 

Upon graduating, Shure 
became an assistant at the 
traditional sculpture studio 
of Archangelo Cascieri and 
Adio diBiccari. They were 
both internationally known 
designers and sculptors who 
worked out of their historic 
studio on Tavern Road in 
Boston. 

He reviewed for Woburn 
Rotarians his association 
with Archangelo Cascieri 
was who also the Dean of the 
Boston Architectural Center. 
From the early 1970’s 
through the 1980s, Shure 
helped to produce many of 
the public monuments, 
sculptures, memorials, and 
restorations completed at 
the Cascieri-diBiccari stu- 
dio. A few of the hundreds of 
projects to which he con- 
tributed were sculptures at 
the National Cathedral, the 
conservation and restoration 
of Augustus Saint-Gaudens’ 


original plaster Amor 
Caritas, the restoration and 
reproduction of Daniel 


Chester French’s Concord 
Minuteman, and many mod- 
els, molds, and reproduc- 
tions for the Museum of Fine 
Arts in Boston. 

Shure became involved in 
all the specialties of the 
sculpture studio including 
designing sculptures of mon- 
uments and portraits, arma- 
tures, mold-making, casting 
in plaster, architectural 
ornament, and conservation 
and restoration of plaster, 
stone, and bronze. As 
Cascieri and diBiccari grad- 
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ually retired, he points out, 
he continued the tradition of 
the sculpture studio. Also, as 
a result of working at the 
Tavern Road Studio, he met 
Lino Giust, who was a good 
friend and colleague of 
diBiccari. Giust who was 
another Italian artisan who 
immigrated to the Boston 
area and was a master mold- 
maker, plaster caster, and 
plaster conservator. Upon 
his arrival in Boston, he pur- 
chased the Caproni 
Company, which was one of 
the finest studios in the 
world that produced and 
restored plaster casts. Shure 
extended his training by 
working directly with Giust. 

“Within a year out of 
Boston I was back in Boston 
to stay,” he said of his post- 
college days. 

Off to Woburn... 

Giust was of the same gen- 
eration as diBiccari and 
Cascieri and retired at the 
same time. He passed on the 
Caproni Studios to Shure. In 
1990, Shure combined both 
the Cascieri-diBiccari studio 
and the Caproni Studios into 
a new studio at a new loca- 
tion in Woburn. “And here I 
am,” he said at another junc- 
ture to his Woburn audience. 

Shure moved first to the 


Winnmere section of 
Burlington to live and in just 
recent years moved to 


Wilmington. His Skylight 
Studios is one of the largest 
and most active studios of its 
type in the country. He is 
currently creating many sig- 
nificant public and private 
monuments and sculptures. 
Continuing the tradition, 
his studio, staffed with assis- 
tants and artisans, is active- 
ly working on many diverse 
sculpture-related projects. 
Such work includes the con- 
servation of antique sculp- 
ture and monuments and the 
restoration of sculptural ele- 
ments on historic buildings 
including The Old State 
House in Boston and The 
Washington Monument. 
Recent restoration/conser- 
vation projects have includ-

WILMINGTON - Two out- 
stariding teams met one 
another on Monday night at 
Wilmington High School. 
The visiting team, which on 
this night were the much 
better team, came away 
with a convincing, yet sur- 
prising victory. 

The No. 1 _ seeded 
Wilmington High School 
Girls Soccer team - which 
finished its second straight 
unbeaten regular season 
and. were ranked among the 
top teams in the state all 
season and in the country 
just. two weeks ago -- were 
eliminated from state tour- 
nament play by a tremen- 
dously talented No. 8 seed 
Concord-Carlisle, 3-1, in a 
Division 2 North sectional 
quarterfinal game played at 
Alumni Field. 

The two teams met two 
years ago and the Wildcats 
edged them out to capture 
the program's first ever sec- 
tional championship trophy 
before losing in the state 
final in penalty kicks. 

Many players from that 
team were on hand for last 
year's magical 14-0-4 regular 
season run and this year's 
17-0-1 run. The team made it

at-<home last Thursday 
night. But on Monday, it 
was all Concord-Carlisle. 
“That's a very tough draw 
and I knew they were going 
to be very tough going into 
the tournament,” said head 
coach Sue Hendee. “The

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Rocky, Woburn, 
punch out ‘Cats, 35-6

WILMINGTON - Too many 

mistakes and an opposing 
star of the future were a bad 
combination for the 
Wilmington High Football 
team Friday night in their 
Division 3 Northwest Non- 
Playoff match-up with 
Woburn at Alumni Field. 
: The Wildcats turned the 
ball over five times on the 
night and watched Woburn 
freshman quarterback Ryan 
Qualey come off the bench 
‘to spark the Tanners offense 
with a pair of touchdown 
passes to lead Woburn to a 
35-6 victory that dropped the 
Wildcats to 3-6 on the sea- 
son. 

Wilmington’s only score of 
the night came on a third 
quarter touchdown pass 
from Robbie Ducharme to 
Tyler Roberts, but it was not 
enough to overcome the mis- 
takes that haunted them 
throughout the game, literal- 
ly from the opening kickoff. 

The problems on the night 
started for the Wildcats on 
that opening kick when 
Woburn senior Dan Moscat 


returned it 85 yards for a . 


touchdown to give the 
Tanners a quick 7-0 lead 
before most of the crowd 
‘was settled into their seats. 
‘'To the Wildcats credit, 
however, they did not let the 
quick score distract them on 
‘offense, as they got a fine 
‘kickoff return of their own 
from Graham Smith to the 
46-yard line and proceeded 
to.drive to the Woburn 16 
behind the running of Smith, 
Sam Jennings and Matt 
Woods before a fumbled 
snap turned the ball over to 
‘the Tanners. 

*‘ Wilmington’s second drive 
was equally frustrating for 
the Wildcats, as they once 
again appeared to be mov- 
ing the ball well, but a fum- 
blé gave the ball back to 
Woburn, once again thwart- 


ing any potential momen- 
tum. 

Wilmington coach Mike 
Barry knew how costly those 
early mistakes were for his 
team. 

“Going into the game we 
felt like Woburn was sort of 
similar to us, where they 
play really good defense, but 
we could contain their 
offense, so we felt like get- 
ting off to’ a good start was 
very important,” Barry said. 
“So when the opening kick- 
off happened and then you 
add in a couple of turnovers, 
it was tough to come back 
from, and it also took a lot of 
the energy that we had 
going into the game.” 

Barry was indeed right 
about the Wildcats contain- 
ing the Woburn offense, at 
least in the early going, as 
the Tanners, playing without 
starting quarterback Tom 
Concannon, were held to 
three and outs on their first 
three possessions, thanks to 
the efforts of a stifling 
Wilmington defense led by 


defensive end Markus 
Nerestant, who was out- 
standing all night long. 


But then Woburn coach 
Rocky Nelson, who earned 
his 200th career win with 
Friday’s victory, made a 
change that would complete- 
ly turn the game around. 

Unable to move the ball on 
the ground under the direc- 
tion of their second string 
quarterback playing in place 
of Concannon, Nelson 
inserted freshman Ryan 
Qualey into the game and 
the young signal caller 
immediately gave Woburn a 
spark, completing a 38-yard 
pass on his first play from 
scrimmage before Moscat 
scored on an 18-yard touch- 
down run with 6:21 left in the 
first half for a 14-0 Tanners 
lead.

As good as Qualey was, 
Barry felt like his team 
could have done more to 
stop the talented young play- 
er. 

“You’ve got to give him all 
the credit in the world, but it 
still comes back to our mak- 
ing mistakes on defense as 
well,” Barry said. “We have 
got to be in position to make 
those plays.” 

Wilmington did finally get 
on the board on their next 
possession, going on a four 
play, 59-yard drive capped 
off by an eight yard pass 
from Ducharme to tight end 
Roberts with 1:28 left in the 
third quarter. 

The scoring pass was a 
great play all around, with 
Ducharme perfectly execut- 
ing the play action at the 
line of scrimmage before 
hitting the sophomore 
Roberts with a pass at the 
back of the end zone.

new sports complex project

BILLERICA- The 
Shawsheen Valley Tech 


Track-and-Field may be due 
for an upgrade in the near 
future. Following a survey 
by engineering firm Gale 
Associates, the school is 
ready to address the wear 
and tear that has rendered 
the track almost unusable. 

Newly elected 
Superintendent-Director 
Tim Broadrick wants stu- 
dents, parents and taxpayers 
to all five of the communi- 
ties (Wilmington, 
Tewksbury, Billerica, 
Burlington and Bedford) 
that support the Shawsheen 
Tech, that the poor quality 
of the fields and track will 
be dealt with and it will just 
take time and a lot of careful 
planning. 

“If we plan it right, we can 
do it in a way that none of 
the taxpayers feel a major 
change in any given year,” 
Broadrick said. “We have to 
get the money right. We 
have to get the financing 
right. First things first, we 
need to do our due dili- 
gence.” 

Athletic Director Al 
Costabile is ecstatic about 
the project. 

“It’s very exciting,” he 
said. “It’s going to be not 
only a huge face lift to the 
whole athletic complex, but 
also the addition of more 
fields, which will be fantas- 
tics? 

A track meet against 
Bedford last season needed 
to be moved because of the 
poor conditions of the track, 
and the field inside of the 
track is often reduced to a 
mud patch. Overuse makes 
growing and maintaining 
grass nearly impossible, and 
forces the school to limit the 
number of teams and pro- 
grams that are allowed to 
utilize the fields. 

- “We’re a district resource. 
We have five towns to think 
about,” Broadrick said. “We 
would love to make the facil- 


ities available, if we can just 
get control over the impacts 
and do whatever we need to 
do to get durable resources 
that can withstand the 
amount of use that they 
get.” 

As reported by the Lowell 
Sun, the track and field go 
through about 2,000 annual 
uses, which is around double 
the impact the fields can 
reasonably sustain. This 
information was determined 
by Gale Associates during 
their assessment. 

Along with the wear and 
tear to the track and field, 
the softball fields overlap, 
causing dangerous situa- 
tions and _ near-collisions 
when multiple teams play at 
the same time. There are not 
enough baseball fields for 
everyone to practice and 
play. 

Not only do these limita- 
tions impact the students at 
the Shawsheen Tech, but 
they make it nearly impossi- 
ble for the school to allow 
youth and extracurricular 
programs use of the fields. 

“One of the things that’s 
limited now is our ability to 
have youth, and _ other, 
groups use the facilities,” 
Broadrick said. “We would 
love to be able to do more, 
but right now the fields are 
so overused that we can’t 
even grow grass on two of 
them.” 

As frustrating as these 
conditions are, they are not 
the result of inattention. 
Former Superintendent- 
Director Charlie Lyons 
placed emphasis on the 
maintaining of the school 
facilities over the fields’ 
needs, a decision for which 
Broadrick thanks his prede- 
cessor. 

“Charlie Lyons maintained 
our facilities in an extraordi- 
nary manner,” Broadrick 
said. “He had a brilliant 
mind for municipal finance 
and knew how to do these 
things so that the impacts on 
the taxpayers in the commu- 
nities would be predictable 
and reasonable.”

Broadrick hopes to main- 
tain that same fiscal respon- 
sibility as the long process 
for revamping the fields 
begins. Gale Associates pre- 
sented the school committee 
with a multi-phase plan that 
would involve building new 
fields, putting down new 
track, and the replacement 
of some grass fields with 
turf, including the football 
field. 

“It is needed, there is no 
denying that,” said 
Costabile. “We have so 
many more student athletes 
and programs than we had 
ten years ago that we really, 
really needed the additional 
fields.” 

The AD/Coach added that 
he ishoping phase one of the 
project is done by next 
October and phase two the 
year after that. If that’s the 
case, the football team won’t 
have a home field.

Four workouts that burn calories

When it comes to exercis- 
ing most people are looking 
for the workout that burns 
the optimal amount of calo- 
ries in the shortest amount 
of time. It is a hectic world 
we live in and whether you 
are someone that enjoys 
working out, or if your only 
motivation is fitting into that 
little black dress, below are 
some tips on which exercises 
help get the most out of your 
time. 

Here’s four types of work- 
outs that burn the most calo- 
ries in the shortest amount 
of time. 

1. Plyometrics 

Explosive movements like 
box jumps and jumping 
jacks help build strong mus- 
cles while burning 10 calo- 
ries per minute. The key is to 
keep the moves quick and to 
land softly. This helps your 
legs and core stay engaged 
as you hit the ground. 

Try this five-minute power 
workout; remember to rest 
for 20-30 seconds in between 
each move if needed. 

Burpees; Lateral hops; 
Jumping Side Squats with 
BOSU ball; Box jumps; Split 
squats 

2. Short high intensity 
workouts 

If you can never seem to be 


able to fit a solid workout, 
focus on short, high intensi- 
ty workouts that break a 
sweat. A recent study found 
that just 20 minutes of exer- 
cise can change your mus- 
cle’s DNA. Other studies 
have shown improvements in 
multiple markers of health 
in as little as seven minutes. 

The trick is to exercise at 
your max potential in 30-sec- 
ond bursts, followed by a 
recovery period. Seems rea- 
sonable enough right? 

Below is a seven minute 
workout that targets belly 
fat. 

Jumping jacks; Wall sits; 
Push ups; Crunches; Step 
ups on a chair; Squats; 
Triceps dips; Planking ; 
Lunges. 

3. Kettlebells 

When burning calories fast 
is the goal, it is hard to go 
wrong with a kettlebell rou- 
tine. The American Council 
on Exercise found that, on 
average, you can burn a 
whopping 400 calories in just 
20 minutes! 

This is because you are 
moving in different planes. 
Rather than simply going up 
and down, you're going to 
move side to side and in and 
out, so it's much more func- 
tional. Kettlebells simulate 
the same movements made 
in real life opposed to that of 
a dumbbell. 


Below is a basic kettlebell 
routine to get started. 

Swing; Figure 8; Windmill; 
Halo; Orbit 

4. Supersets 

Supersets are a form of 
high-intensity interval train- 
ing that pairs together two 
different sets of exercises, 
one right after the other 
with no rest in between..This 
type of workout increases 
the cardio element of any 
strength-training routine, 
helping to build muscle and 
shed fat in less time. 

To do supersets, choose two 
types of moves to pair, either 
working the same or oppos- 
ing muscle groups. Perform 
each set for your normal 
amount of reps and rest for a 
minute only once you've 
completed each superset 
(pair of moves). 

Try these time-saving 
superset workouts: Reverse 
lunges and side to center 
arm raises; Alternating sin- 
gle-leg weighted deadlift and 
dumbbell overhead press;

Where to go when 53 
years of action-scene set 
pieces have exhausted 
seemingly every exotic cor- 
ner of the earth?

“The answer kicking off 
the latest James Bond film, 
"Spectre," is a doozy. 
Beginning with the words 
"the dead are alive" across 
the screen, director Sam 
Mendes opens on a long 
shot through the Day of the 
Dead in Mexico City, track- 
ing Bond (Daniel Craig), 
masked but unmissable in a 
skeleton costume, through 
the festive throngs. He ush- 
ers a woman (Stephanie 
Sigman) out of the masses 
and into her bed, only to dis- 
robe into a suit, step out the 
window and stride down the 
ledge. Finally spying his 
real prey, explosions follow, 
walls collapse and the 
resulting chase spins into a 
helicopter careening over a 


mobbed Zocalo Square. 

It's a sequence of such 
startling audacity (some 
1,500 extra were used) and 
gorgeous __ black-on-sepia 
tones that a nagging desire 
to hit "rewind" persists 
through the rest of 
"Spectre."

The foundation was formed in 2013 and its

- Based on initial design plans prepared by 
Boston’s CBT Architects, the new addition and 
renovations to the existing building will involve 
some 49,903 square feet of space. 

The new wing, to include two full floors 
topped by a mezzanine, will be situated at the 
réar of the property — a design element meant 
to. erisure the view of the main building from 
Pleasant Street is not impeded or drastically 
altered. 

Though there is less glass than in a previous 
iteration of the project — rejected in 2011 by 
city officials due to its high cost — the new 
building addition is peppered with large glass 
windows that face towards the original library 
in an attempt to give visitors a sprawling view 
of the 135-year-old H.H. Richardson edifice. 

Inside the addition, which will be fully 
equipped by elevators and other handicapped- 
accessible features, a new children’s library 
will be situated on the first floor. On the second 
floor, library officials plan to locate a young 
adult book section, as well as a reference mate- 
rials and a circulation desk. 

The upper mezzanine section will be dedi- 
cated towards non-fiction: materials. 

The new spaces will enable librarians to 
create an art gallery, as well as viewing areas 


for other historical artifacts that had previous- 
ly been stashed away in the old building’s attic. 
Library officials also say the project will result 
in the establishment of new community meet- 
ing rooms, as well as private study areas. 

In budget documents prepared by Hingham- 
based construction estimator A.M. Fogarty & 
Associates, the renovations to the existing 1879 
building will cost roughly $7.3 million, while 
erecting a new wing on the rear of the library 
site carries an approximate $12.1 million price 
tag. 

Site work, bonding insurance, the acquisi- 
tion of new technology and furnishings, and 
contingency accounts established to cover 
inflation and unforeseen expenditures raise the 
estimate to $28.5 million, while payments to 
contractors and other miscellaneous expenses 
round out the project’s overall $31.5 million 
budget. 

One creative way the WPLF is looking to 
raise funds will be through naming rights. 
Rideout said all the naming opportunities will 
be inside the building - donors will have the 
ability to pay to have the rights to name sec- 
tions and wings. There will be no exterior nam- 
ing rights. You won't see neon signs from cor- 
porate sponsors. 

The foundation is also looking beyond 
Woburn toward regional contributions, as the 


renovated, expanded building will not just be 


the city's architectural jewel, but is also 
expected to be one of the foremost structures in 
all of Massachusetts, if not New England. 

“We have our work cut out for us, but we're 
looking forward to the challenge,” Rideout 
said. “The library is a beautiful building, and 
once we're done with the addition, it will also 
be a functional building that the community 
can utilize and enjoy for many, many years.
